Interstate Corporations May 
Discharge Men Because 
of Unioniem.

ASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—{Exclu- 
W sive Dispatch.) Organised labor 
received a beautiful black eye in 
the United States Supreme Court to- 
day. 

In fact, these hard blows have been 
coming thick and fast in Washington 
for several weeks. 

The court today handed down a de- 
cision that was really of more impor- 
tance than the one handed down «4 
few weeks ago on the employer's lia- 
bility act. 

It held today that corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce could not 
be restrained from discharging em- 
ployés because they are members of 
labor unions, nor from discriminating 
against them for the same reason. 

SECTION KNOCKED OUT. 

Section 10 of what is known as the 
“arbitration act” prohibits such dis- 
crimination, and it ts, indeed, the most 
important section of that act of Con- 
gress. The court did not deal with the 
other sections of the act. 

The case came up on appeal, affect- 
img the discharge of an employé-of the 


Justice Harlan read the opinion of 
the majority of the court. He hel@ in 
summing up that there is no connec- 
tion between interstate carriers and 
labor organizations as to make it a 
crime for the carrier to discharge an 
employé or refuse to employ him on 


the ground that he belongs to a labor 
union. 


Justice McKenna and Justice Holmes 
dissented. 

LOWER COURT REVERSED. 

The case came to the Supreme Court 
on @ writ of error from the United 
States District Court for the Eastern 
District of Kentucky. William M. 
Adair is the master mechanic of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company, and he was proceeded 
against on the charge of threatening 
to discharge from the employ of the 
company a locomotive engineer named 
Coppage because the latter was a mem- 
ber of a labor union. The act of 1898, 
which was one of the results of the 
great Chicago strike, was invoked for 
Coppage’s protection, and the District 
Court fined Adair $100. 

The constitutionality of the act was 
strenuously attacked in the District 
Court by the railroad attorneys, and 
when the decision was announced they 
promptly brought the case to the Su- 
preme Court, with the result that the 
decision of the lower court was ree 
versed. 

In hia decision today Justice Harlan 
held it was Adair’s right to serve his 
employer as best he could so long as it 
did nothing forbidden by law or cone 
trary to the public welfare. 

WORKS BOTH WAYS. 

He had the right to discharge Copp- 
age, said Justice Harlan, because he 
was a member of a labor organization 
just as it was Coppage’'s right to quit 
such employment because of his mem- 
bership in such organization. Such a 
course, he added, might be unwise, 
but, regarded as a mere matter of 
right, there could be no doubt. Con- 
gress could not, under the Constitu- 
tion, authorize a violation of contract 
under the guise of protecting inter- 
state commerce. 

Justice McKenna delivered a dissent- 
ing opinion favorable to the law, in 
which he said the court's decision pro« 
ceeds along very narrow lines. 

Justice Holmes also expressed the 
opinion that the law should be con- 
strued as constitutional. He thought 
that the right to make contracts had 
been stretched to the limit by the 
court's decision in this case. Thag 
Congress had a right so to legislate as 
to encourage labor organizations was 
another Suggestion of Justice Holmes,

NATIONAL GUARDSMEN PREPARE 
TO VISIT CALIFORNIA. 


Gen. Lauck to Organize Additional 
Companies Composed of Artillery- 
men to Man Coast Defenses—Na- 
tional Guard to Be Reserved for 
Duties Prescribed in Enlistment. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 27.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Adjt.-Gen. J. B. Lauck re- 
turned from Washington tonight, after 
being successful in securing the con- 
currence of the War Department in 
his plan to enlist additional National 
Guard companies to man the coast de- 
fenses in preference to breaking the 
three present regimental units of mili- 
tia in California. Gen. Lauck also se- 
cured for Los Angeles the next conven- 
tion of the United States National 
Guard Association, of which he was re- 
elected vice-president for the fourth 
time, and he brings back assurances 
that the State's claim against the na- 
tional government, resulting from ex- 
penses incurred in organizing the naval 
militia, would be paid. 

Gen. Lauck said he is more than 
pleased with the conference he and 
Adjt.-Gens. Finzer of Oregon and Ham- 
ilton of Washington had with Assist- 
ant Secretary of War Oliver. The 
three were a unit in the belief that the 
present National Guard force should 
not be depleted to man the coast de- 
fenses, and they had no difficulty in 
convincing the War Department that 
the proper course to be pursued is to 
organize new companies for the pur- 


pose, 

It was agreed that Gen. Lauck will 
organize the necessary force in Cali- 
fornia whenever called upon by the 
War Department, and the department 
agrees to uniform and equip the men. 
The plan is to enlist men in cities 
adjacent to the defenses, such as San 
Francisco, and these men will never be 
called on to go to other States. 

It is probable that the work of or- 
ganizing the new forces will begin 
within a year. j

FPOREIGN EXPERT ON STAND. 

The prosecutor’s cross-examination 
today was very brief and courteous. 
Following Dr. Bingaman came the 
first of the foreign witnesses, Dr. Syd- 
ney Russell Wells of London, who 
was called to attend Thaw in the Eng- 
Mish Capital in the early part of 1899. 

“Mr. Thaw was in a 


of pains in the head. I diagnosed his 
cage as one of mental disturbance.” 
On one of his visits to the defendant, 
witness said, he found his patient in 
a highly excitable state, despite the 
fact that his temperature was only 99 
deg. He feared that he might harm 
himeelf. Thaw did not respond to treat- 
ment, even opiates failing, and Dr. 
Wells said he decided to send the 
young man to the Devonshire Nursing 
Association's hospital. On a visit he 
found Thaw dancing about the room 
like a mad man. He reported his dis- 
@ase at the hospital as autemania. 
“Mr. Thaw at the hospital had a per- 
fectly enormous room.” continued Dr. 
Wells, “but he complained that he did 
not have room to breathe. He also 
complained of the heat and demanded 
that 20,000 pounds of ice be placed in 
the room. He did not like the nurse 
assigned to him, and wanted to em- 
ploy a whole staff of nurses so he might 
find one he liked. When he was in the 


bed the tient’s eyes glared into va- 
ecancy. e acute attack at the hos- 
pital continued six days. tie had no 


fever at any time. His talk was large- 
ly incoherent. There was no evidence 
of alcoholiem.” 

“During your entire attendance on 
Mr. Thaw in 1899, doctor, what conclu- 


. ston did you reach?” asked Mr. Little- 


ton. 

“] diagnosed his case as acute recur- 
rent insanity.” 

Dr. Wells said he saw Thaw in 1901. 
1902 and 1903 or 1904. He treated him at 
these times, but there were no acute 
symptoms as in 1899. 

On cross-examination by Dist.-Atty. 
Jerome, Mr. Wells said that at the 
time he treated Thaw in 1899. he had 
made no particular study of mental 
diseases, and had had but little ex- 
perience along that line. The witness 
said that Thaw remembered him and 
the things that happened during his 
outbreak, and was anxious to apolo- 
gize, especially to a nurse whom he 
felt he had offended. 

DESCRIBED BY NURSE. 

Miss Lillian T. McBride of London, 
a professional nurse, as she described 
herself, followed Dr. Wells. She was 
called in to attend Thaw as nurse in 
his rooms in London in July, 1899. 

Thaw was very restiess, his talk was 
incoherent, the expression on his face 
was wild and, although he had no tem- 
per, he continually complained of the 
frightful heat.

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Some remarkable details 
teuching the closing of the National 
Bank of North America came to light 
today, when the owners of $2,449,000 de- 
posits that the bank retained out of 
the $19,500,008 deposits reported last 
A , began asking why the institu- 
tion been forced out of existence 
so summarily last Saturday afternoon. 
It developed that the crisis in the 
bank's affairs was precipitated by the 
action last week of one of the high of- 
ficers of the bank, who sent out rush 
letters to his friends, advising them of 
the bank's condition and suggesting 
that they withdraw their balances. 
The effect of this action on the bank's 
deposits was most disastrous, and ex- 
plained the heavy debit balances which 
the bank has recently been confronted 
with at the clearinghouse. 

As soon as this step became known 
those in touch with the bank's affairs 
knew that there was nothing else to do 
but go fnto liquidation, and the decis- 
sion Was hurriedly reached late Satur- 
day afternoon when the Comptroller 
of the Currency was asked to come at 
once. 

The private letters of advice referred 
to were sent out on the closing days of 
last week, and since most of the let- 
ters went to out-of-town banks, which 
carried considerable balances with the

The bonds 
of every city in the country will be 
inspected and their worth stated in 
treasury reports, as will be done with 
any securities that are at any time 
liable to come within the workings of 
any emergency currency law. 

It has been settled that the distri- 
bution of the currency will be by 
States, instead of districts, as former- 
‘fy proposed. 

The financial da#ta required of the 
treasury is expected to reach the Sen- 
ate on Wednesday, according to Sen- 
ator Aldrich. He is confident his 
measure will be reported before the 
end of the week. 

The Democratic members of the Fi- 
nance Committee will prepare their 
substitute for the Aldrich bil] as soon 
as'the data arrives from the Treasury 
Department.

Dre. Charlies Francis Bingaman, the 
Thaw family physician of Pittsburgh, 
was put in the witness chair when

on convulsions. The attacks 
usually followed various children’s dis- 
orders. Thaw slept badly as a child 
requiring a relay of nurses most of the 
time. 


Dr. said that in the fall 
of 1903 he was called to attend Harry 
Thaw in Pittsburgh and treated hi.n 
for nervousness and melancholia. This 
was after Thaw's trip abroad with 
Evelyn Nesbit. The witness saw Thaw 
several times in the Tombs after his 
arrest and the defendant always re- 
ferred to the Mudison Square Ga.den 
affair as the “act »f providence.” 

Thaw's acts and appearance in the 
prison impressed the witness as irra- 
tional. It was of Dr. Bingaman that 
Dist.-Atty, Jerome said at the iast 
trial, when Thaw’s mental condition 
was under investigation, “I had rather 
had the testimony of an old practi- 
tioner like this than all the experts you 
could put upon the stand.” 

FOREIGN EXPERT ON STAND. 

The prosecutor's cross-examination 
today was very brief and courteous. 
Following Dr. Bingaman came the 


first of the foreign witnesses, Dr. Syd-| depressi 


ney Russell Wells of London, who 
was called to attend Thaw in the Eng- 
lish Capital in the early part of 1899. 
“Mr. Thaw was in a very nervous 
condition,” said Dr. Wells. “His pulse 
was extremely rapid and he complained 
of pains in the head. I diagnosed his 
cage as one of mental disturbance.” 
On one of his visits to the defendant, 
witness said, he found his patient in 
a highly excitable state, despite the 
that his temperature was only 99 
deg. He feared that he might harm 
himself. Thaw did not respond to treat- 
ment, even oplates failing, and Dr. 
Wells said he decided to send the 
young man to the Devonshire Nursing 
Association's hospital. On a visit he 
found Thaw dancing about the room 
like a mad man. He reported his dis- 
ease at the hospital as autemania. 
“Mr. Thaw at the hospital had a per- 
fectly enormous room.” continued Dr. 
Wells, “but he complained that he did 
not have room to breathe. He also 
complained of the heat and demanded 
that 20,000 pounds of ice be placed in 
the room. He did not like the nurse 
assigned to him, and wanted to em- 
ploy a whole staff of nurses so he might 
find one he liked. When he was in the 
bed the tient’s eyes giared into va- 
cancy. e acute attack at the hos- 
pital continued six days. rie had no 
fever at any time. His talk was large- 
ly incoherent. There was no evidence 
of alcoholism.” 
“During your entire attendance on 
Mr. Thaw in 1899, doctor, what conclu- 


ton. 

“] diagnosed his case as acute recur- 
rent insanity.” 

Dr. Wells said he saw Thaw in 1901, 
1902 and 1903 or 1904. He treated him at 
these times, but there were no acute 
symptoms as in 1899. 

On cross-examination by Dist.-Atty. 
Jerome, Mr. Wells said that at the 
time he treated Thaw in 1899. he had 
made no particular study of mental 
diseases, and had had but little ex- 
perience along that line. The witnesé 
said that Thaw remembered him and 
the things that happened during his 
Outbreak, and was anxious to apolo- 
gize, especially to a nurse whom he 
felt he had offended. 

DESCRIBED BY NURSE. 

Miss Lillian T. McBride of London, 
a professional nurse, as she described 
herself, followed Dr. Wells. She was 
called in to attend Thaw as nurse in 
his rooms in London in July, 1899. 

Thaw was very restiess, his talk was 
incoherent, the expression on his face 
was wild and, although he had no tem- 
per, he continually complained of the 
frightful heat.

Some of the matches have been love 
matches and in these instances, with 
few exceptions, the American wives 
have been happy. But these are the 
exceptions that prove the rule. Un- 
happiness, shame and ignominy have 
come in most of the international mar- 
riages. 

The most recent heiress to sue for 4 
divorce was the Countess of Castellane, 
who was Miss Anna Gould. This was 
a love match that ended disastrously. 
The marriage of Consuelo Vanderbi!t 
to the Duke of Mariborough was an- 
other unfortunate alliance. 

Miss May Goelet, who married the 
Duke of Roxburgh in May, 1907, was 
one of the wealthiest American heir- 
esses to marry a titied foreigner. This 
union has apparently been a happy 
one. Another happy union was that 
of Miss Helena Zimmerman of Cin- 
cinnati to the Duke of Manchester.

ANK OFFICIAL 
CAUSES WRECK. 


VISING WITHDRAWAL. 


Effect is Instantaneous and Disas- 
trous and Deposits Melt Away Like 
Snow Beneath Sun When Out of 
Town Institutions Cali on National 
of North America, 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.}] Some remarkable details 
teuching the closing of the National 
Bank of North America came to light 
today, when the owners of $2,449,000 de- 
posits that the bank retained out of 
the $19,500,008 deposits reported last 
August, began asking why the institu- 
tion had been forced out of existence 
s0 summarily last Saturday afternoon. 
It developed that the crisis in the 
bank's affairs was precipitated by the 
action last week of one of the high of- 
ficers of the bank, who sent out rush 
letters to his friends, advising them of 
the bank's condition and suggesting 
that they withdraw 
The effect of this action on the bank's 
deposits was most disastrous, and ex- 
plained the heavy debit balances which 
the bank has recently been confronted 
with at the clearinghouse. 

As soon as this step became known 
those in touch with the bank's affairs 
knew that there was nothing else to do 
but go fnto liquidation; and the decis- 
sion Was hurriedly reached late Satur- 
day afternoon when the Comptroller 
of the Currency was asked to come at 
once. 

The private letters of advice referred 
to were sent out on the closing days of 
last week, and since most of the let- 
ters went to out-of-town banks, which 
earried considerable balances with the 
National Bank of North America, the 
effect was instantaneous, and the few 
deposits that the directors had suc- 
ceeded in retaining, melted away like 
snow beneath the sun. , 


ROB POSTOFFICE FOUR TIMES. 
RENO, Jan. 2.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} For the fourth time in two 
years, since Charlies Beemer has been 
postmaster at Sparks, the postoffice 
there was entered and the safe dyna- 
mited by burglars who took away $600 
worth of stamps and coin.

be quickly issued upon call. | 
The Secretary of the Treasury will | 
be required to proceed immediately up- | 
on the law taking effect to gather data | 
concerning the new class of securities | 
provided in the measure. The bonds | 
of every city in the country will be | 
inspected and their worth stated in 
treasury reports, as will be done with 
any securities that are at any time 
liable to come within the workings of 
any emergency currency law. 
it has been settled that the distri- 
bution of the currency wiil be by 
States, instead of districts, as former- 
fy proposed. 

The financial data required of the 
treasury is expected to reach the Sen- 
ate on Wednesday, according to Sen- 
ator Aldrich. He is confident his 
measure will be reported before the 
end of the week.

Secretary Taft is Charged With Hav- 


ing Knowledge of Human Traffic 

in Philippines.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Greatly to 
the surprise of every one, the subject 
of slavery was introduced in the Sen- 
ate today. 

Secretary Taft was directly charged 
with having a knowledge of slavery in 
the Philippine Islands. The debate 
was made pertinent by the sections of 
the bill revising the criminal code of 
the United States, which provides pen- 
alties for dealing tn slaves. 

Mr. Hale asserted that such provis- 
sions should be stricken out, as he re- 
garded slavery as obsolete in the 
United States and he could see no 
reason for referring to it. 

Senator Heyburn, in charge of the 
bill, declared that not only is there im- 
moral traffic In white slaves, but that 
coolie labor in the form of practical 
slavery does exist, and added that ac- 
tual human slavery is still maintained 
in the Philippines.

BY MOTOR CAR 
ACROSS INDIA. 


Two-Thousand-Mile Journey 

Made for First Time. 


Englishman Drives Car from 
Bombay to Calcutta. 


Many Adventures Enliven a 
Remarkable Trip. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—W. T. Lord, the 
foreign and colonial representative of 
the firm of Argy!! Motors, Ltd., has 
just made the 2000-mile journey from 
Bombay to Calcutta by motor car. He 
found on arrival in India that the jour- 
ney from Bombay to Calcutta had nev- 
er been aecomplished by motor car, 
and, as there are many large towns 
of great interest en route, he decided 
to make the attempt on his 16-horse- 
power Argyll. He had previously run 
this car in Fngland a distance of 20,- 
000 miles, so that it will be under- 
stood that the car which must claim 
the credit of first accomplishing this 
trans-India journey was not a new 
or specially prepared one; but one 
which had previously done what would 
represent from an ordinary motoriet’s 
point of view three years’ hard work. 
Mr. Lord left the rooms of the Motor 
Union of Western India, at Apollo 
Bunder, Bombey, and there 
promise to meet such of his friends 
as might be in Calcutta for the race 
meet, at the Grand Hotel on Chow- 
ringhi, at noon on December 2. He 
had a verv enthusiastic send-off. and 
Was requested by N. M. Marshall, the 
secretary of the union, to collect as 
much tnformation as he possibly could 
regarding the route, state of roads and 
accommodation, etc. 
Before leaving Bombay, Mr. Lord 
was informed that the Grand Trunk 
road was a magnificent highway, hav- 
ing an excellent surface and of great 
width, with a kutcha (rough) road on 
either side for bullock carts. His ex- 
perience, however, goes to prove that, 
whatever this road may have been in 
the past, it is, for a great part of the 
journey, a 8 a road no longer. The 
best part of it is to be found on the 
Bombay side of Agra; but for a stretch 
of about fifty miles after leaving Kal- 
yan, the road is crossed at intervals of 
a few hundred yards by deep gullies, 
which render it absolutely impossible 
to maintain a good epeed; in fact, these 
gullies were telling so much on the 
car that at Dhulla Mr. Lord nes 
and ha.’ an extra leaf put in each back 
spring by a native emith. after which 
he was enabled to keep up a high 
average of speed. From Sipri to Gwa- 
lier the Maharajah Sindhia’s light rall- 
way runs along the road, unfenced, for 
a distance of seventy miles; and for 
this *eventy miles the road is more or 
lees strewn with razor-edged flint, the 
majority of which are hidden in the 
dust. The car had been shod at Rom- 
bay with new tires, which Mr. Lord 
was confident would serve him all. the 
way; but thie terrible seventy miles 
saw the beginning of his troubles. 


STAY AT AGRA. 


Three days were spent at Agra, when 
the usual visits were made to the 
Taj-Mahal, Fatehpur Sikree, etc. Mr. 
Lord had been told when in Bombay 
that he would have to continue north 
from Agra as far as Aligarh, in order 
to join the Grand Trunk road there; 
but he decided to strike due east, 
which he did, and was gratified to find 
a magnificent road, which led him to 
the Grand Trunk at Bhongaon. From 
here he made direct for Cawnpore 
over a road of indifferent surface, and 
as he neared the city the road gradu- 
ally became deeper and deeper in fine 
dust, until, in some places, the road 
wheels were actually six inches deep. 
It was impossible to drive at any 
speed, as this dust not only got up 
behind the car, but poured over the 
side doors into the front, so that, when 
Cawnpore was reached, the front pas- 
sengers’ feet were almost hidden. 

The Grand Trunk road was lieft at 
Cawnpore, in order to visit Lucknow, 
some forty-nine miles away, where Mr. 
Lord staved for three days, visiting the 
various interesting mementoes of the 
Mutiny days. 

THRILLING INCIDENTS. 

There were many thrilling incidents 
on the journey. They had a narrow 
escape when crossing the stone ford 
through the river Sone, which at the 
time was about six inches deep. A 
bullock cart, heavily laden with huge 
blocks of stone, lay right across the 
ford, the animals being unyoked. Sev- 
eral natives, who appeared to be in 
charge of it, lifted the pole in order 
to allow the car to pass, while.ethers 
sat on the back of it to hold it up. 
At the critical moment, when the car 
was directly underneath, they all lost 
their heads and ran away, with the 
result that the pole came down on the 
plate-giass wind screen, smashing it 
into a thousand pieces and bending the 
heavy brass standards almost double. 
No personal injury was sustained, be- 
yond a few cunts to hands and ctothes 
by the shattered glass, and the natives 
took good care to put a considerable 
distance between themeelves and the 
motoring party. 

The hardest part of the journey to 
negotiate was the crossing of the many 
unbridged rivers, the Kadwa, Tapti, 
Nerbudda and others causing much 
tedious delay. However, the Argyll 
drew silently up to the Grand Hotel 
in Calcutta punctually on time, when 
driver and party were enthustastically 
welcomed by several of Mr. Lord's 
friends and other interested people.

She asserts 
that Vatcher and other persens who 
desired to get Clapp's property, insti- 
gated him in this matter and al by 
their improper influence over him fm- 
duced him to execute a will in March 
1963, by which Vatcher was given ail 
his property. 

Clapp had previously executed a deed 
te Vatcher for his house and lot, and 
this deed was among his papers at the 


house and lot in qtestion, toward the 
purchase of which, she says, she con- 
tributed $500 of her own earnings. 
In January, 1994 the court adjudged 
this will valid admitted it to probate, 
and appointed Mre.

OING AFTER 
NEVADA ORES. 


NEW SANTA FE RATES TO 
SMELTING CENTERS. 


Senator Clark Gets Good Rates to 
Jerome—Other Smelters Profit. 
Rates East, Too—Something Doing 
at Greenwater—Have Guggenheims 
Lost Control? 


The Santa Fé Railroad is going after 
the ore-handling business from Nevada 
camps, and is now publishing rates 
that will open the Goldfield district to 
the smelters at Jerome, Humboldt, 
Needles and Mayer. 

The rates apply over both the Tono- 
pah and Tidewater, and the Las Vegas 
and Tonopah, and it is said that the 
schedule has been determined upon at 
the special request of ex+Senator W. 
A. Clark, president of the Sait Lake 
route, who hopes to profit by smelting 
Goldfield ores at his Jerome plant and 
thereby bring more grist to his Las 
Vegas and Tonopah branch. 

So far, the rates have not been pro- 
ductive of any shipments, but this fact 
is explained, of course, by the fact 
that the camp has been, and still is, 
tied up by the ldbor troubles. It is 
expected that as soon as the condi- 
tions right themselves the business to 
the southern smelters will more than 
equal the present capacity. 

The Needles smelter, owned by the 
Arizona-Mexican Mining and Smelting 
Company wil be the chief beneficiary 
from the rates obtained from the Santa 
Fé by Senator Clark. The plant is a 
emall one, with a capacity of 100 tons 
a day, and has been very busy since 
it was erected. Silicious ores are not 
very prevalent in its locality, and the 
opening of the Goldfield market will be 
of great benefit. The smelter at Mayer, 
which will also benefit by the new 
schedule is only a small concern, and 
will cut little figure in absorbing the 
surplus output of the Nevada camps. 

It is said that ex-Senator Clark has 
some big plans in his mind just now, 
and has been attracted to the develop- 
ment of the smelting business by the 
shutting down of the Salt Lake plants. 
The Salt Lake route, and its connec- 
tion, the Las Vegas and Tonopah, had 
a monopoly on this business, and its 
cessation has made sad inroads in the 
road’s receipts. Just how much sili- 
cious ores his Jerome plant is capable 
of absorbing cannot be ascertained 
here. 

The schedule from Goldfield, Beatty 
and Rhyolite, to Needles, Humboldt, 
Jerome and Mayer is on a graduated 
scale as follows: $50 ore—$10; $60-—-$11; 


$70—$12; $80-—$13; $90-—$14: $100—$15; 
$150—$16.50; $200—$18; $250-—-$19.50; $300— 
$20.90 


The Santa Fé will also make a strong 
bid for the eastern buginess from Ne- 
vada points, and has put into effect 
rates that compare with those of the 
Southern Pacific and Salt Lake, to 
Denver, Pueblo and El! Paso. The 
schedule, from Goldfield, Milltown Sid- 
ing and Cuprite runs from $13 on ore of 
a value of $50 per ton or less, through 
a graduated scale of about a dollar 
additional for every $10 additional! 
value, up to $23.90 for $300 ore. From 
Wagner, ene Claire, Jacksonville, 
Springdalé and Hot Springs, the sched- 
ule is roughly 50c. less per ton on the 
lower grade ores, and runs up to prac- 
tically the same figure on the higher 
grades.

Mining 
men all over the country will Hope that 
the rumor is not based upon fact. The

true cannot yet be estimated, but it 
will probably mean the contraction 
rather than the expansion of,the pres- 
ent facilities for smelting.

Men Responsible for Two Alleged 
Racing Papers Are to Be 
Prosecuted.

Every copy of the Starter and Racing 
that could be obtained was placed on 
file in Ford's office. Newsboys §re- 
fused to handle the papers. and no 
arrests were made. .A careful watch 
will be kept on the lads, and any who 
attempt to sell tips will be arrested. 

Yesterday morning Charies Bright, 
a newsboy charged with selling the pa- 
pers last Saturday, was arraigned be- 
fore Justice Austin in Police Court. 
He asked for a jury trial, and his case 
Was set for February 11. In default 
of $100 bail he was sent to the City 
Jail to await trial. 

Seven other boys who were taken In 
by the police because they had coples 
of the papers, as well as trainers’ 
messages in their possession, were not 
required to appear, but were warned 
against selling any of the papers. 

Bright explained that the publishers 
of the Starter had promised to bai! 
him out if he would sell the papers 
and take a chance.

SEEK TO PREVENT CONVENTION 
COMING HERE. 


New York Members of Life Un- 
derwriters’ Association Attempt to 
Stop Important Gathering Coming 
to This City and Members Here 
Promptly Take Up Cudgels. 


Members of the Life Underwriters’ 
Association of Los Angeles are much 
exercised over the stand taken by 
some of the eastern members of the 
National Life Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion in regard to the next general con- 
vention. At the last gathering, held 
at Toronto, Canada, August, it was 
voted to hold the following one in this 
city. 

When the California delegates re- 
turned home they brought the news 
and plans at once Were formulated for 
the entertainment of the visitors. As 
clation numbers among its members 
the Nationa: Life Underwriters’ Asso- 
nearly all the high officials of the rec- 
ognized life-insurance companies, the 
convention means the bringing to Los 
Angeles of 3000 prominent business 
men. 

As the decision of the general con- 
vention is supposed to be final, no 
thought of any change ever entered 
the heads of the local men, and they 
have been waiting to have the mid- 
year "meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee decide upon the actual date. A 
movement has been started in the 
Fast, however, to have the Executive 
Committee change the meeting place, 
and this the local men are determined 
shall not be. 

Though the coming general conven- 
tion will be the nineteenth annual 
meeting, it will be the first that has 
ever been held west of St. Louls. For 
this reason the California members be- 
lieve that it is only right and juat that 
the determination to come to the Pa- 
cific Coast should be adhered to. 

Loca! life-insurance men belleve the 
movement to undo the work of the last 
convention in regard to a meeting 
place emanates from the New York as- 
sociation. The matter has been taken 
up by several insurance publications 
on the Atlantic seaboard and the direc- 
tors of the Los Angeles association at 
large against coming here. 

The reason given by the easterners 
who oppose the visit to the Pacific 
Coast is that the expense will be so 
great that but few will be able to at- 
tend, owing to the rather tight condi- 
tion of the money market. Local men 
aay that it is no more unfair for the 
New York man to come to Los Angeles 
than it i# for the Los Angeles man to 
go to New York, and that their trip 
to Toronto to attend the last conven- 
tion was decidediy more expensive 
than will be the transcontinental fare 
to this city. 

They furthermore insist that, as the 
delegates to the general convention 
voted to eome here, it is outside the 
province of the Executive Committee, 
or any one else, to make a change. 

Life-insurance papers published 
throughout the Middle West have taken 
a firm stand in favor of Los Angeles, 
associations of Minneapolis, 
Indianapolis, Denver and Salt Lake 
have given promises of support. 

The committee in charge of transpor- 
tation has secured from the railroads a 
promise of a round-trip rate between 
here and New York City ot $82.50. 
When going to Toronto last August 
the local delegates were forced to pay 
$94.50 in railroad fares. Furthermore, 
the best rate available to Chicago and 
return was $72.50; a rate of $62.50 has 
been secured for the coming conven- 
tion. 

J. J. Muma, president; C. 8S. Mont- 
gomery, secretary and John W. Whit- 
tington, director of the Los Angeles 
Life Underwriters’ Association, yester- 
day addressed a letter to President 
Charles J. Edwards of the Natienal As- 


sociation. They express the opinion 
that this “knocking Los Angeles” 
must, to some extent, emanate from 


headquarters. They say that under 
the constitution the place of meeting 
for 1908 Is so established that it can- 
not be changed.

if the Republican party will honor him and the peo- 
ple of this country will favor him with their votes 
and place him in the Presidential office for four 
years, he will keep singly in his eye at all times dur- 
ing his administration his oath of office, will ob- 
serve that oath in its letter and in its spirit, and so 
far as he can with the aiding grace of Almighty 
God never deviate a hair’s breadth from the line of 
duty thus so clearly marked out. 

Is this too general a platform? Very well, let us 
inquire what the Constitution of the United States 
prescribes as the duty of the President. It makes 
him the executive arm of the government. As such 
it is his duty to see that every law upon the statute 
books of the United States be justly, strictly ad- 
ministered, with malice toward none, with special 
favors to none, but in such a way as to bring within 
the scope of the law every person resident in these 
United States. The oath of office taken by the 
President, in line with these duties prescribed by the 
Constitution, imposes the duty of so administering 
the government that every person in the country 
shall be required to obey every law passed by any 
Congress of the United States and not repealed by 
any Congress of the United States. The rich are 
to be made to obey these laws with the same exact- 
ness of observance as the poor, the richest as the 
poorest. On the contrary, the poor man is to be no 
exception in the eyes of the law, but is to obey every 
law, the poorest man in the country as the richest 
man in the country. These laws are to be enforced 
not as personal mattey:, not as punitive provisions. 
They are simply meant for the preservation of so- 
ciety. Their purpose is to give to every man in the 
country an equal opportunity with every other man 
to secure for himself his life, his personal liberty 
and the untrammeled pursuit of happiness as he con- 
eeives that to be, without any let or hindrance on 
the part of any other person in the country. The 
President who administers his office according to 
these broad, universally general principles, will be 
the best President the country can have. 

In thus standing before the people of the United 
States and high heaven and swearing to administer 
the government fairly according to the law, no 
President-elect, about to be installed into office, 
should be required to glance backward to any Presi- 
dent going before him, to any preceding administra- 
tion or to any policies of any other man, President 
or not President. Not the administration of George 
Washington, not the administration of Abraham 
Lincoln, not the administration of any other Presi- 
dent of the best type or the lesser type, of the great- 
est capacity or of the least capacity, should be the 
model in the eyes of the man about to assume the 
great responsibilities of this high office. The Con- 
stitution of the United States, the laws of Congress, 
the exigencies of the time, the justice or the injus- 
tice underlying each case and each emergency to 
arise during the four years of a President's adminis- 
tration—these should furnish the only light he 
whould seek to guide his feet in the paths through 
which his office leads him. 

Besides these positive and clear provisions for 
the President's guidance in performing the duties 
of his office there are others of a negative character 
plainly deducible from the Constitution of the 
United States. With the most careful consideration

HE IRISH AGAIN. 

T And now return the days of shadow for Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman. Upon his devoted 
head, where it rests on the faded cushions of the 
treasury bench in the British House of Commons, 
will fall the rain of parliamentary oratory. It will 
be a deluge. From now till the April sun breaks 
through the clouds at Easter, the storm will rage 
about the venerable head of the Premier. Much of 
the moisture will run down the gutters of commit- 
tee, but there will be more than enough to wet to 
the skin all the occupants of the ministerial bench. 
However, they are hard-headed and so will escape 
softening of the brain. 

As usual Ireland will hold first place. The mem- 
bers from the Emerald Isle are known for their 
much speaking.

The present House of 
Commons consists of 670 members, 465 for England, 
30 for Wales, 72 for Scotiand and 103 for Ireland.

The Englishmen, on the other hand, are mostly 
placid squires from the pasture provinces where 
vestry squabbies and fat stock shows form the prin- 
cipal spices of life.

SCATHING HIS 
DENUNCIATION. 


Attorneys for the Anarchists 
Are Castigated. 


Scores Them. 


Condemned. | 


With an outburst of righteous indig- 
Mation, United States Distric: Attorney 
Lawler arraigned Attorneys Hol- 
ston and Harriman in the Federal Court 
yesterday afternoon for what he 
Geemed an unprovoked and gross insult 
te the bench and the commissioner. 
The scathing rebuke was allied forth 
by the sneering innuendo of the So- 
cialist lawyers for the defense in the 
extradition proceedings for the re- 
moval of Magon, Villareal and Rivera, 
Mexican anarchists and revolutionists, 
to the jurisdiction of Arizona. 

The courtroom was crowded with 
sympathizers of the pfisoners, and 
with attorneys and others. Holston 
presented written objections to the re- 
moval of the defendants, in which he 


ment officers nd covertly attacked the 
probity of United States Commissioner 
Van Dyke, before whom the prelimi- 
nary examination was he)d. 

Instantly Mr. Lawler arose and gave 
the attorneys one of the most summary 
rebukes ever heard in the Federal 
courtroom. “I care not what is said 
of myself,” stated Lawier, when 
an honorable, intelligent head of one 
department of this court is traduced, I 
feel it my duty to expostulate. 


“AN UNDERHANDED ATTACK.” 


“These attorneys had every oppor- 
tunity to contradict documentary evi- 
dence at the hearing before the com- 
missioner. This they failed to do, but 
now they attempt to introduce before 
this court an underhanded attack upon 
ite officers. T..ey allege that the 
Prosecution has not acted in 
faith. and that after being taken to 
the iction of Arigona the pris- 
oners will be kidnaped and taken into 
Mexico. They «edd insult to injury. 
They violate the common rules pertain- 
ing to the practice of attorneys. Pa- 
tience has ceased to be a virtue. I 
have submitted without comment to 
personal attack, but I cannot overlook 
these outrageous insults to an able, 
dignified officer, who would be an or- 
nament to any tribunal.” This alleged 
list of objections is filed in palpably 
bad faith. It contains an watruth. 
and I ask that it be stricken fiom the 
records.” 


Attorney Holston lemely replied to 
the rebuke, apparently so wll 
served, and mumbled out an apology 
to the court. 

Judge Well»orn, with his custemary 

nanimity, overlooked the breach of 
professional etiquette on the part -of 
the counse! for the revolutionists, 
stated that the document might be 
filed with the other papers in the case. 

The objectionable paragraph follows: 
“That this action is not prosecuted in 
good faith on the part of the agents 
and officers of the government of the 
republic of Mexico, who instigated 
these proceedings, but these defendants 
are sought to be removed from Califor- 
nia to Arizona, not for the purpose of 
trying them upon the charge, attempted 
to be alleged in the complaint and in- 
dictment, but for the purpose of un- 
lawfully removing from the Ter- 
ritery of Arizona to the republic of 
Mexico, there to be tried for alleged 
political offenses not involved in these 


proceedings. 

As clearly pointed out by the United 
Stetes District Attorney, this charged 
the government officers with teing par- 
ties to a crime which is punishable by 
statute. 

Ever since ‘he cases of the “reds” 
first came up in the Federa! Court, the 
officials have been very lenient with 
the rabid outbursts of counsel, and 
with the disorderly tactics of the an- 
archistic crowd of sympathizers who 

ve forced an entrance at a)! the pro- 
ceedings. 

All the court officers have been in- 
suited and maligned in the rabid so- 
clalistic papers jublished here, and 
have patiently borne with al! manner 
of persona! insults. But to strike at 
the prebity of the court in the pres- 
ence of one of its presiding justices 
was too much for the patience of the 
United States District Attorney. 
MASS OF EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Lawler briefly informed the court 
of the preliminary hearing, and spoke 
ef the mass of evidence upon which 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke 
found that there was probable cause to 
hold the defendants for trial on the 
charges of conspiracy to march an 
armed expedition into Mexicé from the 
Territory of Arizona. 

Attorney Holston took up consider- 
eble time in commenting upon the 
documentary evidence, Which consisted 
for the most part of letters signed by 
either Magon, Villareal or Rivera, in 
which plans were made for equipping 
a mob of lawless men and marching 
them across the border into Mexico. 
An attempt was made to show that 
the letters were forreries. 

it also was claimed that inasmuch 
as the revolutionary leaders preferred 
to be at a safe distance from the scene 
of operations, where the ignorant 

@ were to be armed with guns, 
poison and dynamite, this wou re- 
them from any participation in 
the conspiracy. It was shown that 
mn was in Canada, and the other 
two defendants in St. Louis, about the 
time that the final plans were made 
to raid a defenseless community and 
murder innocent men and women liv- 
on the border. 
mn affidavit was submitted which set 
forth that Detective Tom Furlong of 
St. Louis, who secured much of the 
testimony against the desperate ljead- 
ers of the junta, had admitted that he 
was in the employ of the Mexican 
sovernment, and that he believed that 
prisoners should be punished for 
thelr acknowledged crimes. 

Attorney Job Harriman, at one time 
candidate for Vice-President of the 
Tinited States on the socialistic ticket, 
followed his associate with a long dis- 
cussion of the sufficiency of the in- 
dictment. 

Wearily the United States District 
Attorney conceded numerous points 
upon which the defense rested their 
h but the prosy argument lasted 
until 6 o'clock. Judge Wellborn at 
that point took adjournment until this 


morning. 
tt isn believed he will sign an order 
for the removal of the prisoners to the 
jurisdiction of the Arizona court.

“CROSSES LAST BAR. 


Hardships of Last Voyage North Prove 
Too Much for Captain of San 
Pedro Schooner. 


SAN PEDRO, Jan. 27.—Capt. Oliver 
Peterson, master of the schooner Lucy, 
one of the oldest and most popular 
mariners sailing to this port, died in 
the Marine Hospital, San Francisco, 
Saturday night. His family, consist- 
ing of a wife, two sons and three 
daughters, reside on Eleventh street, 
in this city. 

Capt. Peterson was master of the 
Lucy for sixteen years, and sailed 
his vessel, lumber laden, from the 
Umpqua River to San Pedro, regular- 
ly. He left this port early in Novem- 
ber, bound for Umpqua, in ballast, and 
arrived off the bar at the mouth of 
the river in fifteen days. A heavy 
storm arose, and continued for several 
weeks, blowing his vessel hundreds of 
miles to sea, and after forty-nine days 
of battling with the storm provisions 
ran out, and he was obliged to make 
Port Townsend, several miles north of 
his original tination. The captain 
and crew we worn out and sick 
from exposure and work. Capt. Peter- 
son left the vessel at Port Townsend 
and to San Francisco to con- 
sult his employers. He was nearly 70 
years of age, and the exposure and 
hardships of his last voyage proved 
too severe a strain on his constitution. 

The body will be brought to San Pe- 
dro for interment under the auspices 
of the Master Mariners’ Association, 
of which he was a prominent mem- 


ber. 
NEW LINE TO MEXICO. 

The German ship Ilse, Capt. Jebsen, 
cleared from San Francisco on Sat- 
urday, and should arrive here during 
the night or tomorrow morning. The 
vessel has been chartered by the Mex- 
ican-Pacific Company, of which George 
L. Campbell of Portland, Or. is a 
large stockholder. Mr. Campbell and 
associates have purchased 500,000 acres 
of land near Acapulco, Mex., and will 
raise bananas, cocoanuts, pineapples 
and other tropical fruits for the north- 
ern market. The company now em- 
ploys several hundred men on the 
plantation, and the Ilse will leave in 
a day or two with Mr. Campbell and 
his associates for an inspection of the 
property. 

It is the stated intention of the com- 
pany to put on a line of steamers be- 
tween Acapulco and San Pedro, and 
the Ilse will probably be the first 
steamer employed. The Ilse is a ves- 


sel of about 2000 tons, and is equipped | 


with a cold storage plant.

LONG BEACH BANK CLOSES iTS 
DOORS FOR PROTECTION. 


Citizens’ Savings Bank Forced to 
This Step, Though Solvent, by 
Clamorous Creditors—Ball of Fire 
Alarmse—Tailors and Police 
Are at War. | 


LONG BEACH, Jan. 27.—Formal no- 
tice of suspension was posted at noon 
today on the doors of the Citizens’ 
Savings Bank by its president, D. M. 
Cate. 

This occasioned no surprise, as it 
Was generally known that the bank 
stopped paying depositors three months 
ago, at the time of the financial flurry, 
remaining open since only nominally. 
It will now be placed in liquidation. 

President Cate says if the securities 
can be realized upon, and not disposed 
of at forced sale, every depositor wyll 
be paid in full. The bank examiners 
have declared the institution solvent, 
but recent attachments, filed by 
alarmed depositors, have forced the 
closing of the doors. 

The cash on hand is given as approx- 
imately, $20,000; assets, $450,000, not in- 
cluding 000 interest in the six-story 
block at ‘First and Pine streets, sub- 
ject to a mortgage of $102,000. Depos- 
its amount to $400,000. 

In connection with the closing of this 
bank, President McKee of the First 
National has issued a statement to the 
effect that, though both institutions are 
In the same building, there is no con- 
nection whatever between them. 

FIRE BALL FRIGHTENS.
